Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1969* 

The  Registrar  General’s  figure  for  the  population  at  mid- 
year 1969  was  10,280,  a decrease  of  90  compared  with  1968. 

There  were  136  live  births  and  118  deaths  during  the  year, 
compared  with  153  births  and  124  deaths  in  1968.  The  adjusted 
birth  rate  for  the  district  of  14.0  per  thousand  population  is 
lower  than  the  national  figure  of  16,3  per  thousand.  The  adjusted 
death  -rate  of  11.8  per  thousand  population  is  close  to  the  national 
figure. 


The  causes  of  death  follow  the  expected  pattern,  with 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  and  cancer  predominating. 
There  were  two  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

Steady  improvement  in  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
area  continued.  Water,  supplied  by  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds 
Area)  Water  Board,  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Less  than  3 i°  of  the  premises  in  the  district  obtain  water  from 
private  sources.  Five  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained  from 
four  such  sources.  In  all  cases  repeat  samples  after  works  of 
repair  and  maintenance  were  satisfactory.  The  use  of  two  wells 
was  discontinued  following  chemical  evidence  of  contamination, 
although  bacteriological  tests  were  satisfactory. 

The  Nafferton  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  was 
virtually  complete  at  the  end  of  the  year,  with  only  minor  works 
outstanding.  Work  on  the  Southburn/ Kirkbum/Tib thorpe  and  the 
Middleton  schemes  commenced  in  August  and  good  progress  was  made 
during  the  period  covered  by  the  report.  The  Bainton  scheme  was 
approved  by  the  Council  in  July.  Details  of  other  schemes  planned 
are  given  in  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  section  of  the 
report. 

The  disposal  of  agricultural  effluents  from  the  intensive 
rearing  of  animals  is  an  increasing  problem,  not  only  in  the 
district  but  throughout  the  East  Riding.  The  number  of  pigs  per 
acre  is  now  higher  in  the  East  Riding  than  in  any  other  county. 

The  traditional  method  of  disposal  by  spreading  on  nearby  land 
is  only  suitable  for  relatively  small  quantities  of  effluent. 
Storage  in  lagoons  gives  an  ever-present  risk  of  pollution  of 
water  supplies.  Satisfactory  treatment  is  both  difficult  and 
expensive,  and  few  Local  Authorities  have  the  necessary  sewage 
works  capacity  to  spare.  The  problem  is  one  which  deserves 
serious  and  urgent  consideration  at  national  level. 
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A considerable  improvement  in  the  refuse  collection 
service  occurred  in  March*  The  Council  now  operates  a weekly 
backdoor  collection  of  house-hold  refuse  from  all  the  village 
centres  and  from  outlying  properties  on  normal  vehicle  routes* 

At  least  90  per  cent  of  the  population  is  provided  with  a weekly 
refuse  collection  service. 

Twenty  seven  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  during  the  year, 
four  by  repair  and  twenty  three  by  closure  or  demolition*  At  the 
end  of  the  year  it  was  estimated  that  109  properties  in  the  district 
were  unfit  and  in  need  of  action. 

In  presenting  this  report  may  I express  my. thanks  to  the 
staff  of  the  Department  for  their  work  and  help  during  the  year, 
and  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
for  their  constant  interest  and  support.

The  unsatisfactory  sample  of  water  from  the  mains  supply  was  found  to 
be  satisfactory  on  re-examination. 

The  five  unsatisfactory  samples  from  private  supplies  involved  four 
sources.  On  re-examination,  after  maintenance  works  had  been  carried  out, 
the  supplies  proved  satisfactory. 

Three  samples  of  water  from  two  sources  were  submitted  for  chemical 
examination  as  a result  of  complaints  of  nalodour  and  discolouration.  In 
both  instances  the  shallow  wells  concerned  were  in  poor  structural  condition 
and  in  close  proximity  to  fold  yards.  The  results  of  the  examinations 
indicated  extensive  animal  contamination  and  whilst  bacteriological 
examinations  proved  satisfactory,  the  owners  were  advised  not  to  use  the 
wells.  In  both  cases  the  owners  voluntarily  closed  the  wells,  one  owner 
obtained  a supply  from  an  adjoining  satisfactory  source.  In  the  other  case 
g.  temporary  supply  of  mains  water  in  cans  was  arranged,  pending  application 
for  permission  to  sink  a new  bore.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Work  in  connection  with  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for 
the  village  of  Nafferton  which  commenced  in  June,  1968,  continued  to  make 
very  good  progress#  The  sewage  works  were  brought  into  operation  on  the 
18th  August  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  only  minor  works  of  finally  connec- 
ting 100  properties  were  outstanding.  The  completion  date  for  this 
contract  is  4th  March,  1970. 

In  May,  Tenders  were  accepted  for  the  Southbum/Kirkbum/Tibthorpe 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme,  (with  sewage  works  at  Tibthorpe)  and 
the  Middleton  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme. 


Both  schemes,  costing  £84,914  and  £60,073  respectively,  commenced 
in  August  and  work  was  well  in  hand  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
completion  date  for  both  schemes  is  August,  1970, 


The  Bainton  sewerage  scheme  was  approved  by  the  Council  in  July  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  £42,014.  Sewage  from  Bainton  village  is  to  be 
pumped  for  treatment  to  the  new  sewage  works  at  present  under  construction 
at  Tibthorpe. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  at  Watton,  treating  pumped  sewage  from 
Cranswick  and  Watton,  which  was  purchased  from  the  Air  Ministry  in  1954, 
has  for  some  time  been  overloaded.  This  overloading,  together  with  the 
general  layout  and  structural  condition  of  the  works,  has  made  the  maint- 
enance of  a satisfactory  standard  of  effluent  difficult.  In  considering 
the  provision  of  sewers  in  the  village  of  Hutton,  the  Council  resolved  in 
July  to:-  (a)  moke  provision  for  the  pumping  of  sewage  from  Hutton  to  a 
new  enlarged  works  at  Watton,  (b)  exclude  infiltration  water  from  the 
sewers  in  Cranswick  and  enlarge  the  pumping  stations  and  pumping  mains  to 
provide  for  proposed  future  development  in  Cranswick  and  (c)  to  replace  the 
existing  compressed  air  ejector  at  Watton  with  duplicated  submersible 
sewage  pimps.  The  estimated  cost  of  these  works  is  £105,595,  It  is  hoped 
that  these  works,  together  with  the  sewering  and  provision  of  pumping 
station  and  pumping  mains  to  serve  the  village  of  Bainton  will  be  commenced 
towards  the  latter  part  of  1970  or  early  1971  subject  to  Ministry  approval 
and  the  purchase  of  the  necessary  land.

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Early  in  the  year  ground  water  rose  to  a very  high  level  in  the 
■village  of  Kilhan  which  resulted  in  surcharging  of  the  sewers. 

Investigations  revealed  a number  of  private  house . connections  at  which 
infiltration  water  was  gaining  access  to  the  sewers.  As  a result  of 
these  investigations  and  later  tests,  the  Council  resolved  to  carry  out 
remedial  works  at  the  known  sources  of  infiltration  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
£3,678. 

The  discharge  of  "Trade  Waste",  from  seven  agricultural  premises  in 
North  Frodinghan  to  the  Council’s  surfa.ce  water  sewers  to  which  reference 
was  made  last  year,  was  finally  resolved  without  recourse  to  legal  action. 

The  disposal  of  agricultural  effluents  from  the  intensive  rearing  of 
animals  is  becoming  an  increasing  problem.  Illicit  discharges  either 
directly  or  indirectly  to  surface  water  or  land  drainage  systems  appears 
to  be  on  the  increase,  causing  ultimate  pollution  of  water  courses.  These 
discharges  are  consuming  an  increasing  amount  of  time.  Investigations  are 
hampered  by  the  facts  that  the  source  is  usually  remote  from  the  final 
source  of  pollution;  access  in  the  form  of  manholes  and  inspection  chambers 
to  these  old  drainage  systems,  now  used  for  surface  water  only,  is  limited 
and  there  is  a rapid  decolourising  effect  by  the  effluent  at  the  point  of 
suspected  discharge  on  tracing  medium.  These  discharges  must  be  kept  under 
control ‘if  Any  benefit  is  to  be  reaped  from  the  provision  of  modern  sewers 
and  sewage  disposal  facilities. 

Euring  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  Public  Health  Sub-Committee 
actively  considered  all  aspects  of  safety  of  men  working  in  sewers  and  at 
sewage  disposal  works  within  the  District,  it  is  expected  that  their 
recommendations  will.be  put  to  the  Council  early  in  the  new  year. 

Three  full-time  sewage  works  attendants  are  employed  maintaining  the 
Council's  8 modern  sewage  disposal  works  and  19  pumphouses  housing  39 
sewage  pumps  and  ejectors  occupying  some  27  acres  of  land.  The  ^attendants 
are  assisted  by  5 labourers  and  2 drivers  who  together  maintain  15  miles  of 
modern  separated  sewers  and  4j?  miles  of  pumping  mains  together  with  an 
estimated  25  miles  of  old  surface  water  and  combined  sewers.  A regular 
and  systematic  maintenance  programme  is  carried  out  and  wherever  possible 
repairs  are  carried  out  by  the  Council's  own  staff  to  avoid  delay  and 
expense.  All  motors  and  pumps  are  insured  against  major  breakdown  and 
an  official  of  the  Insurance  Company  carries  out  a detailed  inspection  of 
the  plant  twice  yearly. 

The  regular  cleansing  of  open  drains  and  ditches  lias  been  carried  out. 
31  main  sewers  and  61  drains  to  Council  Houses  were  cleared  of  blockages 
during  the  year.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  kerbside  collection  of  domestic  refuse  continued  up  to  the  10th 
March  at  fortnightly  intervals. 

As  indicated  in  last  year's  report,  it  was  the  Council’s  intention 
to  implement  a weekly  back  door  collection  of  all  household  refuse  from 
all  the  village  centres  and  outlying  properties  on  the  normal  vehicle 
routes  between  the  villages  and  to  provide  and  renew  dustbins,  when 
existing  bins  became  unsuitable  to  all  houses  served  by  this  proposed 
service,-  Distribution  of  the  first  1000  dustbins  commenced  in  mid  February 
and  990  bins  had  been  issued  by  the  beginning  of  March.  On  3^d  March 
the  Council  took  delivery  of  an  additional  Bedford/Eagle  50  cu.yd.  rear 
loading  continuous  compression  refuse  collection  vehicle.  The  backdoor 
collection  of  household  refuse  commenced  on  10th  March  and  operated 
smoothly  from  the  start. 

At  least  9CP/o  of  the  population  are  provided  with  a weekly  refuse 
collection  service.

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HOUSING 


Difficulties  were  experienced  in  obtaining  building  land  at 
Kilham  and  Beeford  which  reduced  the  number  of  new  Council  Houses 
available  and  consequently  reduced  the  number  of  unfit  houses  cleared. 
However,  the  construction  of  four  Council  Bungalows  at  North  Frodingham, 
four  Bungalows  at  Wansford  and  three  Bungalows  at  Cranswick  were  completed 
during  the  year  and  a further  four  Bungalows  at  Middleton  and  7 Bungalows 
at  Cranswick  were  in  the  course  of  erection. 

In  December  the  Council  accepted  in  principle,  the  need  for  some 
form  of  "Sheltered  Housing  Accommodation"  for  the  aged  and  disabled. 
Various  forms  of  Sheltered  Housing  Accommodation,  together  with  suitable 
sites  are  to  be  considered  by  the  Council  in  May  of  next  year. 

It  was  estimated  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  that  125  dwellings 
in  the  area  were  so  eub-standard  as  to  require  clearance  action. 

A further  11  properties  were  found  during  the  year  to  be  unfit  and  not 
capable  at  reasonable  expense  of  being  made  fit.  Four  properties 
scheduled  as  a type  suitable  for  Clearance  Action  were  repaired  and 
subsequently  removed  from  the  list  of  unfit  houses, 

25  houses  were  made  the  subject  of  Closing  or  Demolition  Orders, 
thus  a total  of  27  properties  which  were  classified  as  so  unsatisfactory 
as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  were  dealt  with  during  the  year, 
leaving  an  estimated  109  properties  still  in  need  of  Clearance  Action. 

25  families  comprising  43  persons  were  re-housed  in  Council 
Houses  as  a direct  result  of  Clearance  Action  during  the  year. 

35  houses  were  found  during  the  year  to  be  not  in  all  respects 
fit  for  human  habitation  and  43  houses  in  this  category  were  made  fit. 

Undertakings  from  two  owners  were  accepted  by  the  Council  to 
make  fit  for  human  habitation  two  houses  formerly  closed  under  the 
Housing  Acts. 

Two  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  cancelled  during  the  year.

Ten  inspections  of  these 

premises  were 

made  during  the 

year. 

Contraventions  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  i960,  were 
noted  at  one  of  the  premises  and  the  matter  reported  to  the  Council  in 
December!  a period  of  one  month  was  allowed  for  the  premises  to  be  brought 
up  to  standard. 

Although  it  is  not  possible  to  inspect  all  the  poultry  slaughtered, 
arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  operators  that  advice  will  bo  given 
where  they  suspect  any  carcase  to  be  diseased.  No  operator  availed  himself 
of  this  service  nor  was  any  bird  voluntarily  surrendered  as  being  unfit. 
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PETROLEUM  INSTALLATIONS 


59  informal  notices  of  contraventions  of  licensing  conditions 
were  served  during  the  year.  The  major  proportion  of  contraventions 
fell  into  three  categories  (i)  inadequate  vent  pipes  to  storage  tanks, 

(ii)  inadequate  or  lack-  of  suitable  fire  extinguishers,  (iii)  inadequate 
or  lack  of  suitable  notices  prohibiting  smoking  or  the  use  of  naked  lights 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  petroleum  installation. 

124  applications  were  made  for  renewal  of  licence  to  store  petroleum, 
114  applications  were  approved. 

10  applications  were  refused  because  the  installations  were  defecti’ve 
or  because  of  non-compliance  otherwise  with  licensing  conditions. 

No  applications  for  new  installations  were  received  during  the  year. 

19  underground  petroleum  tanks  were  tested  during  the  year,  5 of 
which  failed  and  two  of  which  were  renewed  during  the  year. 

All  electrical  installations  associated  with  petroleum  installations 
must  be. examined  by  a competent  electrician  annually  and  certified  to  be  in 
good  condition  and  comply  with  the  relevant  British  Standards  and  Codes  of 
Practice.
